New Ycrk, Feb. 26.—The prosecutor 


in the Thaw case announced that he 
had practically concluded the cross- 
examination of Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, 
and that Attorney Abraham Hummel 
would be introduced to identify a 
photographic 
copy of the 
affidavit 


Mrs. Evelyn Nesbit Thaw is ahcgcd 
to have signed and which charges 
Thaw with many cruelties during 
their 3903 trip 'to Europe. The dis- 
trict attorney got the contents of the 
affidavit before the jury by rending 
certain of its statements in the form 
of questions and asking Mrs. Thaw if 
she told such things to Mr. Hummel. 
In each instance she declared she had 
not. 
She also denied ever 
having 


sipped such an affidavit, adm^tlng 
that slie^Ji.ad,^however, signed some 
papers tor" White in the Madison 
Square tower of whose nature she was 
not aware. 


The defense, on cross-examination, 


will attempt to discredit Attorney 
Hummel, who is under indictment. 


In cross-examination, Mrs. Thaw 


said that before Thaw returned from 
Europe she went several times to din- 
ners at the "Tower." 
Several times 


she went alone with Whtye, trusting 
to his word there would be others

present. Mrs. Thaw also told of going 
to Philadelphia and returning with 
Angela Vincent, nu actress. 


"Did White tell you about Ethel 


Thomas?" 
"No." 


"Who did?" "Abraham Hummel." 
The witness had never seen Thaw 


take cocaine, and did not tell Abra- 
ham Hummell she had, nor that Thaw 
had tried to administer cocaine to 
her. 


Mrs. Thaw at the direction of Mr. 


Jerome repeated all the stories White 
had told her about Harry Thaw. 


'"So by the time he arrived in Amer- 


ica you had to cease to love him?"

One day, because of a conver- 
sation she had on the street with a 
woman, she left the defendant and 
spent the night at the Hotel York, re- 
turning to Thaw the next day. •

Stanford White?" asked Mr. Jerome. 
"NTo," was the decided reply.

long did you stay at the 


C'rand hotel?'* "Until we went to"Eu- 
rope ill*1 second time. 1 think it was 
Jtfarch 1, 1904." 


'•When you went to Europe what 


ttames did you travel under?" "Mr. 
Thaw traveled as Mr. Harry K. Thaw 
and I traveled as Miss Evelyn Nesbit." 


This trip included visits to London* 


Paris and numerous Italian cities, and 
lasted until November.

jyhere did you go?" "The Cumber- 
and, I think." 


"You 
had to leave the Cumber- 


land?" "Yes." 


"When you were directed to leave 


what was Thaw's manner?" "Ration- 
al." 


"When you went to Abe Htimmel's 


office 
you had a talk with him?" 


"Yes." 


"Did you not tell .him the details of 


your trip to Europe?" "Yes." 


"Did you not tell Abe Hummel at 


that time that Thaw beat you with a 
whin?" "I did not." 


"Did you not tell him that Thaw out- 


raged jou against your will?" "I did 
not." 


Mr. Jerome continued to question 


Mrs Thaw about her visit to Hummel, 
i fading from a photographic copy of 
the famous affidavit. Mr. Jerome said 
that he would later submit the paper 
to the witness, but in the meantime 
he got practically the entire document 
before the jury by asking questions 
covering every one of Its allegations. 
Mrs. Thaw declared she had not told 
Hummel the things alleged. 


One of the incidents related in the 


affidavit which Mr. Jerome read was 
that while traveling in Europe Thaw 
had torn her clothes from her body 
and had beaten her, acting all the 
while like a person demented. 


"Did 
you tell Mr. Hummel that 


Thaw threatened to kill you?" "I did 
net." 


She denied that she told Hummel 


that Thaw had beaten her because 
she said that the statement that a 
married man had drugged and rav- 
ished her was not true and because 
"she would not sign a paper setting 
forth such a story. 


Mr. Jerome then offered the witness 


the photographic copy of the Hummel 
affidavit. 
Mrs. Thaw said that the 


photograph reproduced a signature 
that looked-like hers. Mr. Delmas ob- 
jected to the use of the photograph 
until the original was produced or ac- 
counted for. Mr. Jerome said he 
would have to-interrupt the examina- 
tion to call Abraham Hummel and his 
stenographer to Identify the photo- 
graphic copy.
